To  the  Major , Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Hove. 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  health 
of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1938.  Owing  to  the  necessity  of  con- 
centrating upon  the  organisation  and  the  training  of  the  A.R.P. 
Casualty  Services,  this  Report  has  been  compiled  under  conditions 
of  extreme  haste  and  difficulty,  and  is  therefore  in  many  respects 
less  detailed  than  its  predecessors.  Fortunately  the  year  was  a light 
one  so  far  as  serious  infectious  disease  was  concerned,  and  the 
anticipated  epidemic  of  measles  did  not  materialise. 

Once  again  I have  to  record  a slight  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate 
from  9.75  to  10.19  and  a fall  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  from  35.08  to 
27.12  per  1000  births.  Nevertheless,  with  an  excess  of  over  400 
deaths  over  births  it  is  obvious  that  apart  from  mass  immigration, 
the  population  of  Hove  must  remain  practically  stationary  or  perhaps 
even  decline  in  future  years. 

On  the  administrative  side  the  building  of  30  new  houses  on  the 
Knoll  Estate  for  overcrowded  families,  the  Slum  Clearance  Scheme  in 
Lansdowne  Mews,  the  re-organisation  of  the  Health  Visiting  Services 
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including  the  alterations  to  the  Clarendon  Villas  Centre  and  the 
preparation  of  a scheme  for  the  centralisation  of  the  heating  system 
at  the  Sanatorium  threw  additional  work  upon  the  sections  of  the 
staff  involved.  With  the  September  Crisis  and  the  increasing  demands 
of  A.R.P.  Services,  it  was  decided  that  a whole-time  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  should  be  appointed  to  take  over  the  clinical  super- 
vision of  the  Welfare  Centres  carried  out  by  Dr.  Carew  Hunt,  and  to 
relieve  me  of  many  of  my  other  duties,  particularly  at  the  Sanatorium. 

Dr.  J.  Erskine- Young  was  appointed  in  January,  1939,  and  took 
up  duties  in  April,  and  it  is  with  very  personal  regret  that  this  new 
appointment  necessitated  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Carew  Hunt.  During 
the  past  nine  years  she  has  built  up  a range  of  welfare  services  of  which 
any  town  could  be  proud  and  her  popularity  with  mothers  and  staff 
alike  is  a tribute  to  her  personality  and  efficiency. 

Once  again  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  the  members  of 
the  various  Committees  with  which  I am  connected  for  their  constant 
support  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  increasing  duties  thrust  upon  a 
provincial  Medical  Officer  of  Health — a burden  which  various 
Government  departments  situated  in  London  are  apt  to  underestimate. 
I should  like  also  to  thank  all  the  members  of  my  staff  and  in  particular 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Churcher,  and  the  Chief  Clerk, 
Mr.  Rickett,  for  ungrudging  assistance  at  all  times.  The  Health 
Visitors  have  continued  to  carry  out  their  responsible  duties  with 
tact  and  efficiency,  and  to  the  Matron  and  Sister  at  the  Sanatorium  I 
am  grateful  for  the  way  they  meet  the  many  difficulties  inseparable 
from  the  administration  of  a small  infectious  disease  hospital.

Social  Conditions. 

The  feature  of  this  year’s  development  has  been  the  large  number 
of  houses  built  on  estates  to  the  North  of  the  Hangleton  Road,  and  in 
later  years  the  provision  of  schools  and  welfare  centres  will  have  to  be 
considered.  Already  the  transfer  of  a section  of  the  population  to 
this  outlying  area  has  affected  our  health  visiting  and  domiciliary 
midwivery  services. 


Climate. 

The  table  overleaf  summarises  the  meteorological  records  of  Hove 
over  the  past  sixteen  years,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  from  year  to  year 
there  is  very  little  variation  in  the  amount  of  daily  sunshine,  relative 
humidity  and  mean  temperature. 


Population. 

According  to  the  Registrar-General’s  estimate  the  population  at 
mid-1938  was  58,790,  an  increase  of  380,  but  from  the  result  of  the 
house-to-house  survey  made  in  connection  with  the  Government 
Evacuation  Scheme  it  was  found  that  62,000  is  a more  accurate  total 
of  resident  population  enumerated  on  a census  basis.

The  Birth  Rate  has  risen  very  slightly  as  compared  with  1937 
(10.17  as  against  9.75  per  1,000  of  the  population).  Comparable 
figures  for  the  whole  country  are  15.1  and  15.4  for  the  average  of  towns 
with  a population  of  25,000 — 50,000. 
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Death  Rate. 

The  Corrected  Death  Rate  is  16.09,  a figure  which  does  not 
vary  greatly  from  year  to  year,  and  the  proportion  of  deaths  assigned 
to  the  various  diseases  also  remains  stationary. 

The  Standard  Death  Rate  which  makes  allowances  for  the 
preponderance  of  elderly  people  in  the  population  is  11.26,  and  is  a 
true  indication  of  the  relative  healthiness  of  Hove  in  comparison 
with  the  country  as  a whole.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

General  and  Infectious  Disease. 

The  staff  of  the  Queen’s  Nursing  Institute  of  District  Nursing 
continue  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  population  so  far  as  general 
nursing  is  required. 

They  also  attend  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Ophthalmia, 
Infantile  Diarrhoea,  Poliomyelitis,  Influenzal  Pneumonia  and  Tuber- 
culosis in  their  homes  at  the  expense  of  the  Local  Authority  if  the 
patient  is  unable  to  afford  to  pay  privately. 

204  single  visits  were  paid  to  Tuberculosis  patients  under  this 
arrangement  during  the  year. 
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Under  a new  arrangement  made  in  January,  1938,  a block  grant 
of  £35  (£25  for  General  Public  Health  Nursing  and  £10  for  Maternity 
Nursing)  was  paid  instead  of  the  previous  individual  payments  for 
particular  cases. 

This  simplified  procedure  still  allows  the  Association  to  collect 
fees  according  to  the  patient’s  means,  but  does  away  with  troublesome 
book-keeping  transactions,  and  was  made  on  an  understanding  that 
the  amount  could  be  revised  at  the  end  of  12  months  if  experience 
proved  that  it  was  inadequate.

Nursing  Homes. 

The  number  of  Nursing  Homes  on  the  register  at  the  end  of 
1937  was  53.  During  the  year  2 homes  were  discontinued  and  7 new 
homes  were  registered.  There  appears  to  be  a constant  demand  for 
homes  which  take  Senile  and  Chronic  patients  at  reasonable  rates,  and 
provide  an  adequate  standard  of  nursing. 

Air  Raid  Precautions. 

During  the  early  part  of  1938  considerable  attention  was  paid  to 
the  earmarking  and  adaptation  of  buildings  for  First  Aid  Posts,  and  the 
training  of  the  necessary  personnel  in  Anti-Gas  Protection.  In  the 
September  crisis  various  provisional  emergency  measures  were  taken, 
and  if  war  had  come  those  arrangements  would  have  worked  satis- 
factorily, if  not  entirely  smoothly. 

With  the  appointment  of  a whole-time  A.R.P.  Officer  in 
November  it  was  found  possible  to  organise  the  training  on  a more 
effective  basis  and  fill  in  the  gaps  in  the  existing  organisation. 
Unfortunately,  Hove  is  not  a scheme  making  authority,  and  only  acts 
for  the  most  part  on  delegation  from  the  County  Council,  the  dis- 
advantages of  which  were  fully  appreciated  in  September  when 
instructions  from  the  Home  Office  which  should  have  been  received 
direct  in  order  to  co-ordinate  our  measures  with  those  of  Brighton, 
were  delayed  for  twenty-four  hours  owing  to  the  necessity  of  relaying 
them  from  Lewes. 


Unmarried  Mothers  and  Illegitimate  Children.

This  rate  is  only  half  last  year’s  total,  but  with  the  total  number 
of  births  remaining  practically  the  same  year  by  year,  any  small 
fluctuation  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths  makes  a considerable 
difference  to  the  Mortality  Rate. 

The  proportion  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  month  is  high 
largely  on  account  of  the  number  of  cases  of  Prematurity  and 
Congenital  Defects. 


Midvvives. 

There  is  very  little  private  Midwifery  in  the  Borough,  the  bulk 
of  the  district  work  being  divided  between  the  Portland  Road  Branch 
of  the  Sussex  Maternity  Hospital  and  the  Portslade  District  Nursing 
Association. 

The  Inspector  of  Midwives  who  is  the  Senior  Health  Visitor, 
made  11  visits  of  inspection,  received  75  notices  of  sending  for  Medical 
Help  (53  in  respect  of  the  Mother,  and  22  of  the  Infant).

Midwives  and  Medical  Help. 

The  number  of  calls  for  Medical  Help  was  higher  than  in  1937, 
but  inasmuch  as  under  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  any 
deviation  from  the  normal  necessitates  the  services  of  a Doctor,  this 
has  no  special  significance.  As  in  previous  years,  the  number  of 
applications  for  Medical  Help  among  the  infants  under  the  headings 
of  “ Sticky  Eyes”  is  high,  although  the  notifications  of  true  Ophthalmia 
remain  very  low. 

Midwives  Act,  1936. 

The  arrangements  made  under  the  above  Act  with  the  Portland 
Road  Branch  of  the  Sussex  Maternity  Hospital  and  the  Hove  Branch 
of  the  Queen’s  Nurses  continued  to  work  smoothly  and  satisfactorily 
and  there  was  no  indication  that  the  services  are  inadequate.  The 
continued  extension  of  the  Borough  does,  however,  involve  greater 
distances  being  travelled  by  the  individual  midwives  in  certain  isolated 
cases,  but  at  the  present  time  the  birth-rate  in  that  area  does  not 
appear  to  be  abnormally  high.  Under  Section  5 of  the  Act,  one 
midwife  surrendered  her  certificate  and  received  the  sum  of  £213  as 
compensation. 
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In  December  an  application  was  made  to  the  Minister  of  Health, 
on  the  grounds  that  there  was  an  adequate  provision  of  trained 
midwives  in  the  town,  for  an  order  under  Section  6 prohibiting 
unqualified  women  from  acting  as  maternity  nurses  for  gain.  The 
purpose  of  the  application  was  to  de-bar  any  so-called  handy-women 
from  practising  either  now  or  in  the  future  and  the  Minister  subse- 
quently granted  the  order.  In  this  respect  therefore,  Hove  is  now  in 
line  with  the  East  Sussex  County  Council  and  Brighton. 


Maternal  Mortality. 

Only  one  Maternal  Death  was  registered,  due  to  Heart  Failure 
following  on  the  Toxaemia  of  Pregnancy.  Preliminary  discussions 
took  place  with  representatives  of  the  British  Medical  Association  at 
the  close  of  the  year  on  the  question  of  the  setting-up  of  a closed-panel 
of  practitioners  with  special  obstetric  experience  who  alone  would  be 
entitled,  except  under  exceptional  circumstances,  to  deal  with  appeals 
for  medical  help  received  from  Midwives. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Nine  notifications  were  received,  all  being  midwives’  cases.

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The  number  of  admissions  ot  normal  cases  to  both  branches  of 
the  Sussex  Maternity  Hospital  and  the  number  ot  domiciliary  con- 
finements attended  by  the  outside  staff  showed  a very  great  decrease 
on  last  year’s  totals.  This  may  be  only  a fortuitous  occurrence  in  a 
particular  year  but  on  the  other  hand  it  may  indicate  that  an  ageing 
population  is  unable  or  unwilling  to  continue  child-bearing. 
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The  organisation  of  the  Ante-Natal  Centre  opened  in  1936  has 
been  improved  by  the  addition  of  two  Ante-Natal  Assistants  who 
attend  at  more  convenient  times  and  see  every  expectant  mother  at 
least  three  times  before  her  confinement.  Any  cases  definitely 
abnormal  or  requiring  further  opinion  are,  as  before,  referred  to 
members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  at  Buckingham  Road.

The  abnormal  admissions  to  the  Buckingham  Road  Branch  of 
the  Sussex  Maternity  Hospital  remain  about  the  same  and  it  is  satis- 
factory to  record  that  the  great  majority  of  these  are  discovered  by 
Ante-Natal  examinations. 

The  Maternity  Ward  at  Southlands  Hospital  continues  to  grow  in 
popularity  despite  the  distance  to  be  travelled,  and  in  1938,  75  cases 
were  admitted  from  Hove  through  the  medium  of  the  Public  Assistance 
Department.

Welfare  Centres. 

The  alterations  at  Clarendon  Villas  foreshadowed  in  last  year’s 
Report,  were  carried  out  with  a minimum  of  inconvenience  during 
the  Summer  of  1938,  and  the  new  centre  was  formally  opened  by  His 
Worship  the  Mayor  in  October.  The  result  has  been  a vast  im- 
provement in  the  administration  and  convenience  of  all  those  engaged 
at  the  Centre,  and  its  availability  throughout  the  whole  week  allows 
of  a much  needed  extension  to  the  Welfare  work. 

It  can  therefore  be  said  that  the  needs  of  the  central  area  of  the 
town  have  been  adequately  met,  but  the  position  in  the  West  is  by  no 
means  as  satisfactory.  The  Medical  Inspection  Rooms  at  the  Knoll 
School  which  are  rented  from  the  Education  Committee  are  ill-adapted 
to  the  requirements  of  Welfare  work,  and  the  overcrowding  which 
goes  on  is  only  comparable  to  that  which  previously  occurred  at 
Clarendon  Villas.  Discussions  have  taken  place  between  the  Education 
Committee  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  as  to  the 
possibility  of  building  a combined  School  Clinic  and  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  on  a site  available  in  Bellingham  Crescent,  and  the  decision  of 
the  Board  of  Education  as  to  the  utilisation  of  this  land  is  now 
awaited. 
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In  November,  through  the  courtesy  of  Rev.  G.  M.  Guinness,  a 
subsidiary  Centre  was  opened  in  the  Bishop  Hannington  Memorial 
Church  Hall,  Holmes  Avenue,  to  serve  requirements  of  this  area, 
and  also  to  relieve  the  congestion  at  the  Knoll  Centre.  Up  to  the 
present  time  it  has  been  staffed  by  the  Health  Visitors  without  the 
services  of  a Doctor,  and  the  numbers  attending  have  been  disappoin- 
ting, but  the  experiment  is  now  being  tried  of  holding  a fortnightly 
session  with  a Doctor  in  attendance. 

I insert  here  a report  upon  the  clinical  side  of  the  Welfare  Work 
by  Dr.  Carew-Hunt,  the  physician-in-charge  of  the  Centres  : 

“ We  have  had  a successful  year  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres. 

“ The  number  of  patients  attending  the  Clinics  continues  to  increase 
and  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  many  new  mothers  and  babies. 

“ There  have  been  no  epidemics. 

“ Where  there  is  financial  distress,  free  milk  is  supplied  as  in  previous 
years.  Many  children  are  considerably  benefitted  by  this  help. 

“A  vitamin  and  iron  tonic  is  now  stocked  at  the  Centres.  This  has  been 
found  to  suit  the  children,  improving  appetite  and  general  health. 

“ Nervous  children  and  those  with  defective  habits  are  now  referred  to 
the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  at  the  Lady  Chichester  Hospital.  Subsequent 
visits  to  the  Welfare  Centre  gave  us  the  opportunity  of  noting  the  great  benefit 
which  results  from  this  special  treatment  in  young  children. 

“ There  is  no  doubt  that  these  Welfare  Centres  save  young  mothers  a 
great  deal  of  anxiety  and  responsibility.  Recently  a young  married  woman 
told  me  that  she  hoped  that  she  would  have  children  since  ‘nowadays  with 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics  it  must  be  so  much  easier  to  bring  small  children  up 
in  good  health.’ 

“ This  appreciation  of  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  due  to  the  good  work  of 
our  predecessors,  facilitates  the  development  of  this  social  service, 

“ The  Welfare  Centres  themselves  protect  the  young  life  of  the  Country. 
Notably  do  they  do  this,  but  they  also  give  confidence  to  young  married 
women  who  are  thus  encouraged  to  bear  the  children  which  this  Country 
so  badly  needs  to-day.” 


Children  under  5 Years. 

In  last  year’s  Report  I referred  to  the  establishment  of  the  first 
Toddlers  Clinic,  where  children  between  the  ages  of  2 — 5 can  receive 
a more  thorough  examination  than  is  possible  at  the. sessions  where 
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small  babies  attend.  At  the  same  time  an  opportunity  is  afforded  of 
immunising  the  children  against  Diphtheria  and  in  this  direction 
the  parents  have  co-operated  most  loyally.  So  successful  has  this 
session  been  that  it  was  necessary  to  open  a second  one  at  the  Knoll 
School  for  children  of  similar  ages  and  already  its  benefits  have  been 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  parents  in  the  neighbourhood. 


Supply  of  Milk  to  Necessitous  Mothers. 

The  system  of  grants  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  children 
up  to  the  age  of  3 — in  exceptional  cases  up  to  5 — has  been  continued  and 
not  less  than  17,265  pints  have  been  distributed,  an  increase  of  1,440  over 
last  year’s  total.  In  order  to  improve  the  control  a new  system  was 
inaugurated  in  January,  1939,  by  which  the  grant  was  only  made  for 
a month  ; the  onus  of  applying  for  its  renewal  being  thrown  on  the 
mother.  It  has  been  found  that  this  worked  very  well  in  practice 
and  enabled  the  office  to  maintain  a better  financial  control  over  these 
few  families  who  failed  to  notify  an  increase  in  income  which  brought 
them  above  the  scale. 


Provision  of  Milk  to  School  Children. 

The  source  of  the  supply  of  the  milk  provided  under  this  Scheme 
has  to  be  approved  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  is,  in 
accordance  with  the  Board  of  Education’s  suggestion,  Pasteurised.

Health  Visitors. 

As  foreshadowed  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report,  a re-organisation 
of  the  Health  Visiting  Services  was  carried  out  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  year.  Under  the  new  arrangement  the  town  is  divided  into 
two  districts  with  a Health  Visitor  in  charge  of  each,  responsible  for 
all  branches  except  school  medical  in  her  area.  The  Senior  Health 
Visitor  is  thereby  left  freer  for  general  supervision.  Owing  to  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  sessions  at  the  Welfare  Centres  the  amount  of 
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time  available  for  Home  Visiting  is  restricted,  and  an  appointment 
of  an  additional  Health  Visitor  whose  services  will  be  shared  by  the 
Education  and  M.  & C.W.  Committees  has  been  sanctioned. 


Hove  Day  Nursery. 

The  Nursery  has  again  to  record  a most  successful  year  and  has 
escaped  that  bugbear  of  all  assemblies  of  young  children — the  con- 
traction and  diffusion  of  any  infectious  disease  which  may  be  prevalent. 

Its  popularity  with  working  mothers  is  indicated  by  the  total 
attendances  of  8,722,  and  the  high  daily  average  attendance  which  at 
times  reached  saturation  point  and  by  the  almost  total  conversion  of 
the  half-day  into  the  whole-day  children  with  consequent  advantage 
both  to  the  children  and  administration. 

The  Matron,  Miss  Lucas,  has  continued  to  cope  most  successfully 
with  her  many  difficulties  and  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  efficiency 
of  the  Nursery.  Hove  is  also  greatly  indebted  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Voluntary  Committee  who  continue  to  raise  year  by 
year  the  necessary  funds  required  over  and  above  the  municipal  grant 
and  provide  such  a valuable  adjunct  to  the  Child  Welfare  Services  of 
the  town. 


The  Children  and  Young  Persons'  Act,  1932. 

There  are  at  present  27  foster  mothers  on  the  Register,  2 of  which 
are  new,  and  to  these  255  supervision  visits  were  paid,  a slight  increase 
of  last  year’s  totals. 

At  times  the  demand  for  foster  mothers  exceeds  the  supply 
which  is  not  remarkable  considering  the  low  and  uncertain  rate  of 
payment  and  the  short  time  which  many  of  the  children  are  allowed 
to  remain  in  the  care  of  any  one  foster  mother.  These  frequent 
changes  of  environment  besides  adding  greatly  to  the  task  of  super- 
vision, are  a very  great  hindrance  to  the  proper  development  of  the 
foster  child. 
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Contraceptive  Clinic. 

On  my  recommendation  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  agreed  that  any  general  practitioner  could  send  a patient 
to  this  clinic  without  previous  reference  to  the  Health  Department, 
and  in  a few  instances  this  has  been  taken  advantage  of. 

Up  to  the  present,  however,  most  of  the  cases  referred  have  been 
through  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary.

“ The  Brighton  Municipal  Contraceptive  Clinic  was  attended  by  11  new 
patients  from  the  Borough  of  Hove  during  1938.  The  reason  for  advice 
being  required  was  different  in  each  case.  As  always,  there  were  cases  that 
needed  further  treatment,  and  were  benefitted  by  advice  about  that  also. 

“ The  unreliability  of  haphazard  contraceptive  methods  finds  too  frequent 
illustration. 

“ We  hope  that  the  Clinic  will  be  more  used  now  that  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  Hove  has  arranged  that  cases  may  be  sent  to  it  direct,  without 
previous  arrangement  with  himself.” 


Unmarried  Mothers. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  assisted  these  cases 
by  making  grants  to  the  Chichester  Moral  Welfare  Association  and 
the  sum  of  £22/10/0  was  paid  towards  the  treatment  of  five  Hove 
cases  during  the  year.  In  most  cases  it  is  desirable  that  the  mother- 
should  enter  a suitable  home,  preferably  at  a distance  from  Hove,  prior 
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to  her  confinement  and  remain  there  for  a time,  afterwards  taking 
daily  work  and  looking  after  her  baby  in  the  evenings.  At  a later 
period  the  child  can  be  boarded  out  with  a foster  mother  when  the 
mother  obtains  a permanent  situation  in  order  to  support  it. 


N.S.P.C.C. 

For  a number  of  years  1 have  been  Chairman  of  the  Brighton, 
Hove  and  Worthing  Branch  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.  and  have  therefore 
had  ample  opportunities  of  judging  the  work  of  this  great  voluntary 
Society.  The  knowledge  that  with  difficult  and  obstructive  parents 
and  in  all  cases  of  child  neglect,  whether  due  to  wilful  design  or 
ignorance,  the  help  of  the  local  Inspectors  is  always  available  to  supple- 
ment any  efforts  that  the  Statutory  Authorities  can  make,  is  a very 
great  safeguard  in  all  welfare  work.

General. 

The  year  1938  was  a light  one  so  far  as  serious  intectious  disease 

J O 

was  concerned.  Diphtheria  was  reduced  in  incidence  and  severity, 
there  were  no  cases  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis), 
although  other  neighbouring  areas  in  the  county  were  affected,  and 
no  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  or  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  and  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium 
during  the  year  was  10,  as  compared  with  18  in  1937,  and  there  were 
no  fatalities.  With  such  a low  incidence  and  a negligible  mortality 
rate  year  by  year,  it  is  unlikely  that  even  after  mass  propaganda,  parents 
would  accept  immunisation  on  a scale  sufficient  to  eradicate  the  disease 
from  the  community. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  exactly  double  last  year’s 
figures,  and  80%  were  admitted  to  Hospital.  Whilst  it  is  admitted 
that  many  of  these  were  mild  and  given  suitable  isolation  facilities, 
could  be  nursed  at  home,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  treatment  of  a 
disease  requiring  an  isolation  period  of  a month  throws  considerable 
strain  upon  the  parents,  in  particular  the  mother,  quite  apart  from  the 
incidence  of  any  complications.  From  the  parents’  point  of  view- 
most  of  the  cases  are  children — confinement  to  one  room  for  a period 
of  weeks  is  irksome,  and  necessitates  the  absence  from  school  for 
six  weeks  of  other  children  in  the  family  since  the  Board  of  Education 
is  not  yet  willing  to  amend  its  regulation  for  the  exclusion  of  school 
contacts. 

In  the  early  months  of  the  year,  a small  outbreak  of  Scarlet 
Fever  occurred  in  a residential  preparatory  school,  and  an  attempt  was 
made  to  control  it  by  the  use  of  modern  epidemiological  methods. 
Every  pupil  and  member  of  the  staff  was  Dick  Tested,  and  those 
shewing  a positive  reaction  were  given  a protective  dose  of  anti- 
scarlitiniform  serum.  As  was  to  be  anticipated  with  a community  which 
has  very  little  contact  with  streptococcal  infection  in  their  daily  life,  the 
vast  majority  were  positive.  On  the  occurrence  of  a fresh  batch  of 
cases  the  negative  reactors  were  retested  and  several,  possibly  on 
account  of  an  error  in  technique  on  the  first  occasion,  were  positive. 
It  was  disappointing  that  this  elaborate  procedure  did  not  serve  to 
prevent  fresh  cases,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  Dick  Test  is 
only  specific  for  one  particular  strain  of  haemolytic  streptococcus,  and 
it  was  not  possible  at  the  time  to  type  the  organisms.  Finally  it  was 
decided  to  close  the  school  for  the  Easter  Holidays  at  an  earlier  date 
than  the  one  fixed,  and  when  the  school  reassembled  no  fresh  cases 
occurred.

The  total  number  of  admissions  was  higher  but  the  percentage  of 
severe  cases  and  cases  developing  complications  lower  than  in  1937. 

There  was  one  fatal  case — a child  who  developed  Pneumococcal 
Meningitis  during  convalescence.  The  drug  M.  & B.  693,  which 
has  given  very  good  results  in  some  of  these  cases,  was  not  then 
available  for  general  use  and  Prontosil  given  by  mouth  had  no  effect. 

The  proportion  of  doubtful  and  negative  cases  was  7 per  cent, 
lower  than  in  previous  years,  but  in  the  absence  of  a cubicle  block 
their  retention  always  presents  a difficult  administrative  problem, 
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Diphtheria.

Of  the  17  definite  cases,  3 were  classified  as  severe,  11  moderate 
and  3 mild.  Of  the  3 severe  the  most  interesting  was  a boy  of  4 
admitted  on  the  7th  day  of  the  disease,  who  subsequently  developed  a 
pharyngeal  paralysis  with  involvement  of  the  heart  muscle  from  which 
he  recovered  only  to  contract  an  apical  pneumonia  shortly  before  his 
discharge.  The  carriers  came  mostly  from  Children’s  Homes  and 
virulence  tests  were  always  employed  to  save  prolonged  stay  in 
Hospital. 


Anterior  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis). 

Although  Hove  was  not  itself  affected  by  the  outbreaks  of  this 
disease  which  occurred  in  many  other  parts  of  the  country  during  the 
Summer  months,  12  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium  on  behalf 
of  neighbouring  Authorities.  Of  these  1 was  doubtful,  2 were  abor- 
tive, and  of  the  remaining  9,  3 died,  2 from  respiratory  paralysis  and 
1 from  Hyperpyrexia.  In  one  case  an  Iron  Lung  was  obtained  from 
St.  Thomas’s  Hospital,  London,  at  very  short  notice  but  the  child 
did  not  respond  to  treatment. 

In  the  cases  of  those  who  recovered,  massage  and  splinting  was 
carried  out  and  in  most  cases  a very  considerable  improvement  was 
noted  before  their  discharge.  All  the  patients  were  under  the  care 
of  an  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  who  subsequently  supervised  their  further 
* treatment  outside  the  Hospital. 

At  a later  date  a sporodic  case  was  admitted  with  a provisional 
diagnosis  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis,  but  subsequent  investigation 
proved  that  he  was  a case  of  Sub-Arachnoid  Haemorrhage,  a rare 
kind  of  apoplexy  occurring  in  a young  person  presumed  to  be  due  to 
a rupture  of  a congenital  aneurysm  of  one  of  the  cerebral  arteries. 
Treatment  was  continued  in  the  Hospital  until  his  condition  improved 
sufficiently  for  him  to  be  moved  to  his  own  home. 
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Administration. 

Among  the  improvements  carried  out  during  the  year  were  the 
construction  of  new  sluice  rooms  in  Block  “A,”  the  installation  of 
electric  heaters  in  the  drying  room  in  the  Laundry  for  use  when  the 
steam  boiler  is  not  in  use,  and  the  provision  of  an  improved  general 
and  interward  telephone  system  which  has  added  greatly  to  the  con- 
venience of  the  staff  and  would  be  invaluable  in  the  event  of  fire. 

Unfortunately  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  and  retaining  a permanent 
and  efficient  staff,  nursing  and  domestic,  has  affected  the  smooth 
running  of  the  Hospital.  Though  at  no  time  has  the  usual  high 
standard  of  care  and  attention  to  the  patients  been  departed  from, 
this  result  has  only  been  achieved  by  the  cheerful  acceptance  of  extra 
duties  borne  by  the  more  permanent  members  of  the  staff. 


Diphtheric  Immunisation. 

No  attempt  has  been  made,  through  lack  of  time  and  availability 
of  staff',  to  push  immunisation  among  the  school  population,  but  every 
effort  has  been  made  at  the  Toddler  Clinics  to  persuade  mothers  to 
have  their  young  children  protected  and  during  the  year  71  were 
treated,  while  12  failed  to  complete  the  treatment.

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Tuberculosis. 

The  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases  added  to 
the  Register  this  year  is  due  not  to  an  abnormal  incidence  of  the 
disease  but  to  a correlation  between  the  Dispensary  Records  kept  by 
the  East  Sussex  County  Council  and  our  own  Notification  Register 
when  it  was  discovered  that  approximately  50  cases  diagnosed  in 
previous  years  had  not  in  fact  been  notified.  Many  of  them  were 
transfers  from  other  areas  whose  movements  are  difficult  to  trace. 
It  will  be  noticed  that  in  both  sexes  the  main  brunt  falls  on  the  age 
groups  35 — 55,  i.e.,  the  middle-age  type. 

The  deaths  were  fairly  evenly  distributed  among  the  ages  with 
the  exception  of  males,  where  there  was  a preponderance  at  the  age 
of  55. 

Total  Number  of  Cases. 

The  addition  referred  to  above  has  increased  the  number  on  the 
register  to  586  with  a preponderance  of  pulmonary  cases  among  the 
males  at  the  ages  25 — 65,  while  the  females  commence  earlier  at  the 
20  age  group.  In  the  Non-Pulmonary  type  the  largest  number  is 
found  at  the  ages  5 — 10  among  males  where  Tuberculosis  of  Glands 
is  prevalent.  Abdominal  Tuberculosis  is  common  among  females 
at  the  same  ages  and  also  between  25 — 35. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

The  attendances  at  the  Dispensary  were  as  follows  :

In  addition  1 had  12  personal  consultations  with  private  prac- 
titioners, visited  30  persons  in  their  own  homes  and  made  over  200 
other  communications  either  by  post  or  telephone  in  connection  with 
patients. 

The  Senior  Health  Visitor  paid  296  Home  Visits  and  47  X-Ray 
examinations  were  made.  No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public 
Health  Section  of  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62. 
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It  is  my  constant  aim  to  make  the  Dispensary  a real  consultation 
centre  where  general  practitioners  can,  after  their  own  investigations, 
refer  cases  which  show  some  symptoms  suggestive  of  Tuberculosis. 


After  Care. 

In  addition  to  the  grants  of  extra  nourishment  which  have  been 
made  to  43  cases  at  the  cost  of  £230/12/0,  the  system  of  rent  allowances 
to  selected  cases  of  tuberculosis  has  been  continued.  The  amount 
usually  recommended  is  5/-  per  week  and  two  fresh  cases  were  added 
to  the  list,  making  a total  of  four  now  receiving  this  practical  form  of 
assistance.  By  this  means  not  only  is  the  actual  sufferer  enabled  to 
live  in  a healthier  environment  in  a Council  House  at  a rent  within  his 
means,  but  the  family  are  the  better  protected  against  the  risk  of 
contracting  the  disease  by  the  provision  of  a bedroom  for  his  sole  use. 


Arrangements  for  Disinfection  of  Premises. 

The  usual  practice  of  removing  the  bedding  for  steam  disinfection 
and  spraying  the  rooms  was  followed  throughout  the  year.

EAST  SUSSEX  ASSOCIATION  FOR  MENTAL  WELFARE. 

Hove  Case  Committee. 

There  are  129  cases  under  the  friendly  supervision  of  the 
Committee,  33  of  whom  are  notified  to  the  Local  Authority  as  being 
mentally  defective,  the  rest  being  neurasthenic,  psychopathic,  mentally 
unstable  or  retarded. 

The  sum  of  £10/19/1  has  been  expended  on  cases. 
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The  following  shows  the  type  of  case  helped  : 

(1)  Convalescence  arranged  for  a father  suffering  from  nervous 
debility  following  an  operation,  and  arrangements  made  for 
his  two  young  children  to  be  boarded  out,  payment  being  made 
for  them  by  the  Hove  War  Memorial  Fund. 

(2)  A holiday  arranged  for  a neurasthenic  woman  and  her  psycho- 
pathic daughter,  part  of  the  cost  being  borne  by  the  husband 
and  part  by  the  Association. 

(3)  Warm  clothing  provided  for  three  mentally  defective  girls, 
who  were  in  poor  circumstances. 

(4)  A suitable  situation  was  found  for  a girl,  who,  on  discharge 
from  a Mental  Hospital,  found  it  difficult  to  adjust  herself  to 
the  outside  world  and  could  not  keep  a post.  This  girl  is 
still  in  the  situation  found  for  her  and  doing  well. 

(5)  A special  surgical  appliance  was  provided  for  a mentally 
defective  girl  following  an  operation  on  her  feet. 

(6)  Financial  help  given  with  payment  for  dentures  to  a neura- 
sthenic woman  in  poor  circumstances,  and  spectacles  provided 
for  her  daughter. 

The  Handwork  Class  has  now  61  pupils,  a number  of  new  children 
having  joined.  The  sum  of  £6/8/2  has  been  expended  on  materials 
and  15/6  made  from  the  sale  of  articles. 

This  class  was  taken  to  the  Pantomime,  half  going  to  “ Snow 
White  and  the  Seven  Dwarfs”  and  the  other  half  to  “ Jack  and  the 
Beanstalk,”  meeting  afterwards  for  tea.  The  children  enjoyed  this 
outing  very  much  and  behaved  exceedingly  well. 

The  Handwork  Class  is  held  in  the  Portland  Road  Boys’  School 
every  Friday  evening  from  5.30  to  7 p.m.

AJdrington  Outfall. 

An  investigation  was  made  during  the  height  of  the  Summer 
of  the  pollution  of  the  sea  in  the  neighbourhood  of  this  outfall  which 
receives  the  sewage  from  a section  of  the  Kingsway,  and  as  a result 
of  the  reports  on  the  samples  submitted  the  Council  decided  to  instal 
a pumping  system  to  force  the  sewage  back  into  the  main  sewer 
and  to  reserve  the  outfall  for  storm  water  only.  This  work  was 
carried  out  during  the  Winter  of  1938-9. 
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Drainage — Sewage.

The  last  were  converted  under  the  provisions  of  section  43,  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  whereby  the  cost  is  shared  equally  between  the 
Council  and  the  Owner.  There  are  now  only  15  properties  in  the 
Borough  which  are  not  on  main  drainage,  and  in  all  instances  there 
are  no  available  sewers  to  which  they  can  be  connected. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  method  of  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse  remains 
the  same  and  continues  to  give  satisfaction.  The  wire  baskets 
attached  to  lamp  posts,  etc.,  in  the  streets  for  the  collection  of  waste 
paper  are  frequently  abused  in  certain  parts  of  the  town  by  the  deposit 
in  the  basket  of  food  wrapped  in  paper  and  placed  there  by  people 
living  in  flatlets  or  rooms.  Not  only  is  this  a violation  of  the  proper 
purpose  of  these  receptacles  but  it  presents  a difficulty  in  disposal 
since  the  contents,  along  with  street  sweepings,  are  dealt  with  by 
tipping  and  not  incineration. 

Smoke  and  Grit  Nuisance. 

Considerable  investigations  were  made  during  the  year  into  the 
source  or  sources  of  the  nuisance  caused  by  the  deposit  of  grit  from 
undertakings  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Aldrington  Basin,  and  Dr.  Carter, 
an  Inspector  under  the  Alkali  Works  Act,  paid  several  visits  to  the 
area  and  met  Officials  from  the  Authorities  concerned. 

At  the  Annual  Conference  in  December  of  the  National  Smoke 
Abatement  Society,  the  Hove  representative,  Capt.  Didden,  moved 
the  following  resolution  : 

“That  this  conference  urges  upon  H.M.  Government,  as  a condition 
precedent  to  their  assent  to  any  extension  of  the  works  of  Public  Utility 
Undertakers,  to  insist  upon  the  installation,  so  far  as  practical,  of  plant  designed 
to  prevent  the  emission  of  smoke,  soot,  ash,  grit  and  gritty  particles  from  the 
chimney  shafts  or  from  any  other  portions  of  their  Undertakings.”

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

In  the  Council  Houses,  disinfestation  is  carried  out  bv  the  use  of 
Ris  insecticide  in  cases  wThich  are  slightly  infested,  but  in  severe  cases 
the  houses  are  treated  with  Cimex  fumigant  blocks.

The  explanation  of  the  increase  in  the  number  retained  on  the 
waiting  list  at  the  end  of  1938  and  particularly  of  the  urgent  cases, 
is  due  in  part  to  the  erection  of  30  new  houses  for  the  rehousing  of 
overcrowded  tenants  which  encouraged  others  to  apply.  A proposal 
was  therefore  put  forward  to  the  Council  to  complete  the  Estate  by 
building  an  additional  48  three  bedroom  typed  houses,  but  it  was 
decided  to  review  the  circumstances  of  the  present  occupiers  by 
means  of  a questionaire  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  tenants  with  an 
excess  income  were  being  retained  on  the  estate.

Clearance  Area.  Lansdowne  Mews,  Farm  Road. 

On  the  25th  July  a Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  to  deal 
with  the  first  clearance  area  in  the  Borough  and  after  the  Inquiry  the 
Inspector  agreed  to  request  the  Minister  of  Health  to  defer  his  decision 
tor  three  months  pending  an  agreement  between  the  Owners  and  the 
Corporation.  This  area  comprised  four  flats  over  garages  which  were 
over  100  years  old,  and  at  one  time  were  used  as  a mews.  Owing  to 
the  Owners  and  the  Corporation  not  reaching  an  agreement  a con- 
ference between  the  Ministry  officials,  the  Owners  and  representatives 
of  the  Corporation  was  arranged  at  the  Ministry  of  Health.  An 
undertaking  was  given  by  the  Owners  that  the  premises  would  not 
be  let  again  for  habitation  and  that  certain  repairs  would  be  proceeded 
with  prior  to  letting  as  workshops.  Subsequent  examination  of  the 
buildings  has  proved  that  the  demands  of  the  Corporation  were 
justified,  because  the  part  used  for  habitation  had  to  be  gutted  and 
structural  work  carried  out  to  the  garages  underneath,  owing  to  the 
general  decay  and  instability  of  the  premises. 
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Rats. 

The  Ratcatcher  made  819  visits  during  the  year  under  review 
and  caught  787  rats,  which  is  an  increase  of  328  rats  over  the  previous 
year.  One  factor  in  the  increase  of  rats  caught  is  the  infestation  of  a 
tip  used  for  street  sweepings,  which  now  has  been  discontinued 
and  is  used  only  for  clean  soil  and  waste.  The  tip  is  now  being  treated 
by  the  Ratin  Company  who  have  obtained  very  good  results  in  reducing 
the  number  of  rats. 

Pigeons. 

124  pigeons  were  caught  by  the  trapper,  who  continues  to 
experience  difficulties  in  his  work  through  interference  by  the  public 
and  heavy  traffic  conditions.

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

The  Bacteriological  examinations  of  this  particular  grade  of  milk 
show  a decrease  in  the  percentage  of  unsatisfactory  samples  bottled 
at  the  Farm  and  an  increase  of  those  bottled  at  the  local  dairies. 
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Four  of  the  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  which  were 
taken  in  the  course  of  delivery  failed  to  comply  with  the  prescribed 
conditions.  Of  93  samples  examined  by  the  Methylene  Blue  test, 
3 were  unsatisfactory  by  decolourisation  and  4 were  unsatisfactory 
on  both  counts. 


Accredited  Milk. 

The  majority  of  the  milk  supplied  to  local  dairies  is  produced  as 
Accredited  and  although  two  licences  were  issued  for  bottling,  only 
one  was  put  into  operation. 

Pasteurised  Milk. 

There  is  only  one  licence  in  force  in  the  Borough  to  Pasteurise 
milk,  but  with  33  shops  retailing  pasteurised  milk,  it  is  obvious  there 
is  a big  demand  for  this  particular  graded  milk. 

Phosphatase  Test. 

The  application  of  this  test  to  Pasteurised  Milk  gives  much 
assistance  in  checking  the  accuracy  of  the  Pasteurising  plants.  Of  24 
samples  taken,  3 were  reported  by  the  Public  Analyst  as  not  being 
properly  pasteurised  milk. 

Milk  Bottles  in  the  Street. 

Considerable  attention  was  paid  during  the  year  to  the  nuisance 
and  danger  of  milk  bottles  being  placed  or  left  in  the  street.  On  the 
legal  side  there  are  many  difficulties  in  the  way  of  devising  a bye-law 
which  will  meet  the  varying  circumstances  under  which  the  bottles 
are  deposited,  and  it  was  finally  decided  to  write  to  the  Minister  of 
Health  asking  if  regulations  on  the  subject  could  be  included  in  the 
proposed  Milk  Bill.  At  the  same  time  the  Brighton  and  Hove 
Dairymen’s  Association  agreed  to  circularise  householders  asking 
them  not  to  place  milk  bottles  in  the  street,  gave  special  instructions 
to  their  roundsmen  to  see  that  empty  milk  bottles  were  collected  as 
soon  as  possible  and  instructed  a patrol  to  collect  empty  bottles.  As 
a result  of  these  measures  considerable  improvement  was  noticed 
j.  n.  the  number  of  bottles  left  about. 
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ICE  CREAM. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  Ice  Creams  were  carried  out  on 
29  samples  and  44%  were  adversely  reported  on  as  against  53%  for 
the  previous  year.  This  may  appear  at  first  to  be  a very  high  propor- 
tion of  unsatisfactory  samples  but  it  is  caused  by  the  process  of 
eliminating  from  regular  routine  sampling  firms  who  in  the  past  have 
proved  their  Ice  Cream  to  be  of  a standard  of  purity  as  to  warrant  less 
frequent  sampling  of  their  product.  Many  of  the  smaller  shops  have 
now  abandoned  the  “ Cold  Mix”  method  of  manufacture  and  have 
reverted  to  boiling  the  whole  mix  before  freezing.  One  important 
factor  in  the  high  counts  recorded  may  be  the  practice  of  boiling 
the  mix  the  day  prior  to  its  use  and  allowing  it  to  stand  in  uncovered 
receptacles  overnight  so  that  it  is  cold  and  ready  for  freezing  the 
next  morning.

The  sample  of  Baking  Powder,  No.  39,  was  prepared  by  a local 
grocer  and  when  the  Public  Analyst  reported  a trace  of  Manganese 
present,  samples  of  Bicarbonate  of  Soda,  Ground  Rice  and  Cream  of 
Tartar  were  examined  and  it  was  found  that  the  Manganese  was  in  the 
Cream  of  Tartar. 

In  the  case  of  samples  Nos.  65  and  84,  Milk,  the  herd  had  been 
sold  and  dispersed  before  any  legal  action  could  be  taken. 

MEAT. 

There  is  only  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  and 
this  is  used  solely  by  a pig-breeder.  No  pigs  were  killed  during  the 
year  owing  to  all  animals  being  sent  to  market  for  sale  and  conse- 
quently killed  in  other  districts. 

Two  licences  were  issued  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act.
